this originally and principally for matter of 
Religion: I ſay, in yayne,and moſt iniuri- 
ouſly haue all theſe attempts & actions byn 
yudertaken, if the diſagreements in Religis 
(kor which they were vndertaken) betwee- 
ne Catholikes and Proteſtants, were of that 
reconcileable nature, as that the ptofeſſours 
on both ſydes { notwithſtading their diuer- 
fity of fayth) might ioyntly be Ag . 
What can we now reply heereto in the 
behalfe of our Newtralbfts? Shall we ſay, that 
the moſt learned men of all Religions, that 
Kings, Prinees, States, and many hundred 
thouſand ſubiects of Chriſtendome, were 
(and ſtill are) actually mad, and out of their 
ſenſes, in menaging theſe their deplorable 
attempts for Religion? & that theall-recon- 
ciling & peaceable Newtrallift, who ( throgh 
his pliable ſterne of diſpoſition in theſe ſpi- 
rituall matters) is become of the halfe · bloud 
with the Atheiſt; and who wanteth ( as is 
commonly noted) both learning, grace, & 
vertue, is particuletly enlightened by God, 
in ſetting downe what articles of fayth are 
only neceſſary to mans Saluation, and what 
are to be reputed but as acceſſory, and of 
ſmaller importance? To ſuch ſtraites (we 
ſee)is the defence of the former doctrine dri- 
ven vnto. Seeing therefore this doctrine of

our Omniſidiant, or rather Nulliſidians (for in- 
deed, while they ſeeme to allow all Reli- 
gions, they take away all Religion) is en- 
compaſſed on all ſides with ſo many no- 
torious abſurdityes (as ate diſplayed in 
this Chapter.) and ſeing it cannot be true, 
except there be a retrogradation of all mat- 
ters heere on earth, and a turning of the 
world (as they ſay) vpſide downe z that is, 
except the moſt learned become moſt mad- 
de, and the moſt ignorant moſt wiſe; Ther- 
fore ſince fuch_comportment and carriage 
of thinges 1s not ſorting to Gods Prouidence 
and Charity towards manking , let euery 
man (who thinketh he hath a foule to ſaue, 
or looſe) vndoubtedly aſſure himſelfe, that 


there is but one true Fayth or Religiõ, wher- 
in he may auaileably expect ſaluation; and 
that᷑ the ſauing fayth of Chriſt (where with 
the ſoule is cloathed) is like vnto the incon- 
ſutible garment of Chriſt, both being inca- 
pable of diviſion, renting, or partition.
